The part that casings play in this 
group is evident from the fact that 
during the 1928 period they com- 
prised approximately 80 per cent. of 
the total value of shipments.

fortunately bears a charmed life. He has passed, only 
a trifle scathed, through a series of accidents, the least of 
which might put a less miraculously preserved man .perma- 
nently out of business. ae 

Only the other day, he and a mechanic were driving 
one of the Wood creations in the St. Clair River, at a speed 
that Gar says was the greatest ever attained by a hydro- 
plane. As a matter of history, they were going fast enough 
to split the craft to pieces, the force of the motion splinter- 
ing the $10,000 hull and resulting in the sinking of two 
twelve-cylinder V-type Packard engines, developing a united 
power of 2,200 horse—each valued at $10,000. 

The shock threw Gar into the river, but he came up in 
time to clutch a floating gasoline tank and was gotten to 
shore. His mechanic, more seriously, but probably not 
fatally injured, was also rescued. 

Characteristically, the first thing that Gar Wood did 
vas to announce his determination to build another boat, 
with a stronger hull, and the same type of engines—and try 
again. The accident was the third of its kind in which he 
has been involved, and he probably feels that this being the 
case he can go ahead. 

A speed of 110 miles per hour was—and is—planned 
for the Wood entry, the reborn form of which will defend 
the Harmsworth trophy at the fall races in the river here.

It 
is even more significant to note that this 145 means that the 
index is fifteen points above its level of July, 1927.
